Chinn was held to the grand jury in 
the sum of $2004aond, and before his 
case was finally disposed of officers 
armed with warrants for the arrest of 
Frank and Jordan were on their way 
to Claysville where both the men were 
taken charge of.

Saw Comet In 1835. 

Mrs. Susan Darnaby, of Lexington, 
has> seen Halley’s comet before, and 
rememoers distinctly its visil) in 1835. 
the features which impressed itself 
most deeply upon her mind was the 
showers of.meteors which fell in such 
numbers and so thickly that they re- 
sembled a heavy snowstorm. The 
meteors she says, would remain light- 
ed, until they almost reached the 
ground and would then fade away. 

Mr. Jeptta Lancaster, aged 95 years 
also of the same city, told some inter- 
esting^ incidents concerning the comet. 
;^He said that in those days people 
were “unacquainted with newspapers 
and had never heard of a comet. Mr. 
Lancaster declares that the meteors 
which appeared immediately aft< r 
the appearance of Halley’s comet in 
1835£caused more fright to the people 
of Henry county, where he lived, than 
anything else known there. The in- 
habitants called them “falling stars.” 

Georgetown, too, can boast of two 
citizens.Jwho can give graphic descrip- 
tions of Halley’s comet when it ap- 
peared seventy-five years ago. 

They are Mrs. Eleanor Whitney and 
Mr. A. M. Bradley. They remember 
the fear that was stirred up not onlv 
among the negroes, but many intelli- 
gent white people were frightened 
and thought the world was coming to 
an end. A meteoric shower accompa- 
nied the appearance of the cumet, 
they say.

State Board Completes its Work. 

The'Kentucky State Board of Equal- 
ization Friday afternoon completed its 
work of equalizing tangible property 
values from the assessor’s books of 
the 119 counties in the State. Twenty- 
six counties escaped a raise, the local 
assessment and equalization being ac- 
cepted in that number and ninety- 
three were given a boost. 

The increases ranged from 5 per 
cent to 25 per cent on lands, personal 
property and f town lots. Four coun- 
ties got the big raise of 25 per cent. 
They were Baliard, Bath, Carlisle and 
Morgan. Twenty-three counties got 
the (minimum raise of 5 per cent. 
Bourbon!! county got a raise of 10 per 
cent. 

The action taken by the board is fi- 
nal, unless some action should be tak- 
en in the courts by any complaining 
county on the idea that the board rais- 
ed instead of eqalizing property val- 
ues. The work of the board will be 
immediately certified to State Auditor 
for the collection of taxes.

—It is stated that less than five 
hundred acres of hemp have been 
planted in Bourbon this year as a re- 
sult of the increased returns ‘from to- 
bicco culture and the scarcity of hemp 
breaking hands.
